Washington, Feb. 28.— Senate— Notwith- 
standing the agreement made by the 
senate to vcitC on the Hawaiian govern- 
ment bill the final Vote on the measure 
was postponed until 4 0 CiOtik Thursday. 
Practically no progress was made on the 
bill although it was under consideration 
nearly four hours. Mr. Aldrich, chair- 
man of the finance committee, at the 
opening of the session, made an expla- 
nation of the Work of the conferees on 
the financial measure, his statement re- 
sulting in an unexpected and spirited de- 
bate. 

House— The battle royal over trie Porto 
Rican tariff bill ended in the house In a 
sweeping victory for the republicans. 
The bill, amended and agreed upon at 
the conference of the republicans on 
Monday night so as to reduce the tariff 
from 25 to 15 per cent, of the American 
tariff and limiting its life to two years, 
was passed by a Vote of 172 yeas to 10] 
nays. 

Washington, March 1.— Senate— The bill 
providing a form of government for the 
territory of Hawaii #as passed Without 
division. Mr. Clay (Ga.) delivered a care- 
fully prepared speech on the Philippines. 
He favored the adoption of the Bacon 
resolutions declaring it to be the policy 
of the United States to turn over the is- 
lands to the Filipinos as soon as a stable 
government could be established by them 
under the protection of this country. The 
Porto Rican tariff bill was made the un- 
finished business, and will be considered 
as soon as the conference report on the 
finance bill shall have been disposed of 
next Tuesday. 

HoUrC’-The democrats scored their first 
victory of tile session on the motion to 
take up the contested election case of 
Aldrich vs. Robbins from the Fourth Ala- 
bama district. On two separata votes 
the democrats, with the aid of tw'd re- 
publicans— Mr. Mondell, of Wyoming, an(l 
H. C. smith, of Michigan— beat the re- 
publicans upon the que.uon of consid- 
eration. An agreement was made to con- 
sider the Loud bill relating to second- 
class mail matter March 20. A bill passed 
to grant an American register to the ship 
Windward, in which Lieut. Perry will 
inake an attempt to reach the north pole. 

Washington, March 2.-Senate— Interest 
In the Porto Rican tariff measure now 
has been transferred from the house to 
the senate. Consideration of the bill em- 
bodying substantially the provisions of 
the house bill, and in addition providing 
for a temporary form of civir ^gvern- 
ment for the island of Porto Rico, wa* 
begun, several speeches being made. An 
hour and a half of the session was de- 
voted to consideration of the Quay case, 
Mr. Hour (Mass.) presenting an able con- 
stitutional argument in tavor of seating 
Mr. Quay on the ground, mainly, that it 
was the intention of the framers of the 
constitution that the senate at all times 
should have its full quota of memliers. 

House — Within two hours of a special 
message from the president recommend- 
ing the Immediate passage of a bill to 
place in his hands all the moneys col- 
lected upon Pofto Rican goods since the 
Spgnlsh evacuation of the island to be 
used for the relief of the Porto Ricans, 
had been read to the house, the house 
had passed and sent to the senate a bill 
to carry out the recommendation. The 
bill ' was passed by a vote of 162 to 107, 
13 democrats, two populists and two sil- 
ver republicans voting with the repub- 
licans in the affirmative. Subsequently 
the Aldrich-Robbins contested election 
case - from the Fourth Alabama district, 
which the house twice refused to con- 
sider, was taken up, 136 to 129, and was 
debated for the remainder of the day. 

Washington. March 3.— Senate— Without 
dissent, a resolution was adopted calling 
on the secretary of war for the court- 
martial proceedings held during the war 
against Adji. Gen. Corbin. The Qua> res- 
olution was taken up and Mr. Ross, of 
Vermont, argued against the sealing of 
Mr. Quay. Mr. Teller, of Colorado, deliv- 
ered a lengthy speech on the conference 
report on the financial bill. The senate 
adjourned early on account of the death 
of Representative Epos, of Virginia. 

House — A joint resolution was passed 
for the government acquisition of a cer- 
tain reservation of great trees in Cali- 
fornia. Mr. Hay, or Virginia, then an- 
nounced the death of Representative 
Epes, of Virginia, which occurred Friday 
night. A committee of IS members was 
appointed by the speaker to act with a 
senate committee as a funeral escort. As 
further mark of respect to the deceased, 
the house then adjourned until Monday. 

Washington, March 5. — Senate — Mr. Car- 
ter, of Montana, dealt vigorously with the 
Quay case in the senate in the course of 
an expluuantion as to why he will vote 
for the former senator from Pennsylva- 
nia, notwithstanding he voted against the 
seating of Mr. Corbett in the last con- 
gress. The near approach to the time .f 
voting on the conference report on the 
financial bill brought out the speeches on 
that measure, one by Mr. Fairbanks, of 
Indiana, and the other by Mr. Butler, of 
North Carolina. 

House — The following bills were pass- 
ed: Th° state of Wyoming to relinquish 

to the United States about 6,000 acres of 
land granted the state at the time of ad- 
mission for university purposes and se- 
lect other lands in lieu thereof; to issue 
a patent to a tract of land at El Reno. 
Okla. for cemetery purposes; to extend 
the time for completing tne bridges across 
the East river between Long Island and 
New York; to prevent forest fires; to 
ratify a treaty with the Comanche, Kiowa 
and Apache Indians and open their lands 
for settlement; to adjust the rights of 
citizen settlers on the Navajo Indian res- 
ervation: to authorize white persons who 
have intermarried with Cherokee Indians 
to bring suits in the court of claims; to 
authorize the secretary of the interior to 
negotiate with the Kiowas and Comanches 
for a neutral strip in Oklahoma.

The 
Gatling gun and other arms in 
use by the soldiers on the state 
house square are of cotirse still 
here. Republican Gov. Tuylor left 
for Butler county Monday morn- 
ing to attend the funeral of his 
brother, Alonzo Taylor. 

Frankfort, Ky., March C. — Tn the 
democratic senate Monday Senator 
Bell introduced a bill which is aimed 
at Republican Gov. Taylor and repub- 
lican minor state officials. The bill 
provides that any state officer who 
shall forcibly hold possession of the 
office for a larger period than five 
days after the legislature or state 
contest board shall have declared an- 
other person legally elected, shall be 
guilty of felony. 

There was more war talk in the 
democratic senate Monday. Senator 
Triplett, anti-Goebel democrat, offer- 
ed a resolution to investigate the 
truth of published reports concerning 
shipment of state guns and military 
paraphanalia to London by Republican 
Gov. Taylor, and to demand the return 
of same to the state arsenal. If the 
reports are found to be true and re- 
turn of them is refused, the commit-r 
tee appointed to make the investi- 
gation shall then bring in a bill mak- 
ing an appropriation of $250,000 to 
buy new guns and also authorizing 
Gen. John B. Cnstlemnn to issue a call 
for a sufficient mimber of volunteers 
to take the guns from those now in 
possession of them and return them 
to the arsenal. A storm of applause 
followed the reading of the resolution, 
which lies over one day. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 6. — The or- 
ders for shipment of guns and ammu- 
nition from the state arsenal to Lon- 
don, Kv., by the republican state au- 
thorities was revoked, and a car load- 
ed with munitions of war consigned 
to London was unloaded and its con- 
tents returned to the arsenal here. 
The officials give no reason for the 
change of programme. The soldiers, 
acting under orders, worked nil fore- 
noon loading the car. There is a re- 
port that the war department at 
Washington interfered and has or- 
dered the guns and ammunition al- 
read taken to London to be returned 
here. 

This promises to be the liveliest 
week in Frankfort since the stormy 
period which immediately followed 
Goebel’s shooting. Before the end of 
the week startling arrests will prob- 
ably be made in the attempt to show 
a conspiracy in the assassination. The 
three men who chartered the special 
train that brought the mountaineers 
to Frankfort are known, and it is 
hinted that they may be arrested. 

Taylor gives no explanation for 
shipping arms to London further than 
saying that as the soldiers are gone 
the munitions are no longer needed in 
Frankfort. 

The friends of the MeOhord railroad 
anti-extortion bill will make a fight in 
the house to take the bill out of the 
orders of the day. Those leading the 
opposition to the measure claim that 
every republican member will vote 
against the bill or assist in breaking a 
quorum, and that the defeat of the 
bill is assured. A number of demo- 
crats are out of line with their party 
on that bill, notwithstanding it was 
indorsed by the democratic state plat- 
form.
